1. AFTER DELAYED RETURN TO BELGRADE, ON OCT 29 FSFA CONTACT 
TOLD CONOFF THAT HE HAD RECEIVED NO REPLIES TO WRITTEN INQUIRIES 
HE SENT EARLY OCTOBER TO FEDERAL DEFENSE SECRETARIAT AND 
MACEDONIAN AUTHORITIES CONCERNING AZEMI. 

2. HE PROMISED TELEPHONE THESE SAME AUTHORITIES TO "PLEAD AZEMI'S 
CASE", 

AND WILL INFORM EMBASSY RESULTS NLT NOV5. 

3. ALTHOUGH SYMPATHETIC, FSFA OFFICIAL FRANKLY NOT SANGUINE 
RE PROPECTS AZEMI BEING RELEASED SINCE HE HAS APPARENTLY 
ALREADY PASSED MEDICAL EXAMINATION. IN PAST, DISQUALIFICATION 
ON MEDICAL GROUNDS WAS EASIEST WAY OUT. ALSO ADDED THAT 
CASES OF MILITARY OBLIGATION CAN BE MORE DIFFICULT THAN 
PROBLEM OF CONCSULAR ACCESS TO DUAL NATIONALS. 

4. COMMENT: CONOFF IMPRESSED WITH SINCERITY FSFA OFFICIAL, 

BUT TOO EARLY TELL WHETHER HIS PLEA WILL HELP SPRING AZEMI. 
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TO EMBASSY'S KNOWLEDGE, NO U.S.-YUGO DUAL NATIONAL HAVE HAD TO 
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SERVE IN YUGO MILITARY IN RECENT YEARS. HOWEVER, CANADIANS 
AND AUSTRALIANS HAVE NOT BEEN SO FORTUNATE, AND PRESENTLY 
HAVE SEVERAL THEIR DUAL NATIONALS IN YUGO UNIFORM.
